How Measure (MacMillan) and 
McCall’s How Measure Educa- 
tion (Macmillan). 

Having become more less ac- 
quainted with the existing tests and 
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with some the literature about tests, 
the superintendent will posi- 
tion approach three groups 
people with view engaging their 
interest testing program. These 
are the school board, the teachers, and 
the parents. 

Ordinarily the superintendent, 
all well posted, will have diffi- 
culty securing the approval the 
board education testing pro- 
gram. The business men will 
naturally hospitable the plan 
measuring the efficiency the school. 
Indeed, sometimes happens that the 
board disposed too far; 
place too implicit reliance upon the 
tests; regard them possessed 
degree completeness and accuracy 
which fact they not possess and 
which reputable educational worker 
claims for them. 

farthemost important work which 
the superintendent can prepar- 
ing for his testing program has 
with the teachers. Their support 
his plan must secured all else will 
little consequence. Probably the 
best course pursue have series 
teachers’ meetings. first these 
meetings may large and devoted 
the general aspects the question; 
but the best results are secured, 
the large meetings should followed 
small sectional meetings which 
details are taken up. 
testing will have relatively little inter- 
est for elementary-school teachers, 
while discussion tests for the 
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intermediate grades will scarcely se- 
cure the attention primary teachers. 
Many superintendents have found 
that the preparation bulletin 
supplement the work the teachers’ 
meeting and provide material for 
consideration such meetings 
desirable.

But the most important idea give 
the teachers that with the adop- 
tion tests, they enter upon the sci- 
entific aspects education; that 
nothing important all their 
handling instruments measure- 
ment the scientific attitude. Teach- 
ers imbued with this spirit will take 
liberties with the directions chil- 
dren, will nothing voice, facial 
expression, gesture otherwise 
influence the responses the pupils. 


perhaps well enough mention 
these details the teachers; but 
after all, nothing will surely guar- 
antee the integrity the testing 
body teachers who really possess the 
scientific spirit. 

The small sectional meeting should 
concerned with specific tests— 
tests which assumed that the 
teachers will give their classes. For 
undoubtedly the teachers who 
should give the tests. Such procedure 
identifies them with the testing pro- 
gram and gives them more intimate 
acquaintance with the quality well 
with the quantity the perform- 
ance pupils.

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meeting can rely upon lively man- 
ifestation interest this point. 
Indeed, have myself sometimes 
found advisable permit discussion 
intervals during the giving the 
test the teachers. For need not 
set exact replica the test con- 
ditions which should expect the 
teachers maintain. For example, 
shall justified shortening the 
length time allowed for each sub- 
test, for the test whole, one- 
half one-third the time which 
will allowed the pupils. If, how- 
ever, thought that precise con- 
formity the test conditions should 
maintained, part the discus- 
sion will taken until the test has 
been finished. 

Following the discussion the na- 
ture the tests should come treat- 
ment the method scoring. Here 
such points the use stencils and 
conversion tables should pre- 
sented. 

part the preparation for the 
testing program, parents—that 
say, the public—should also in-

The superintendent will make 
serious mistake does not take 
the public into his confidence. 
step this direction should seek 
opportunity talk individually 
and collectively the more influential 
men and women the community. 
should utilize the local newspaper, 
which will usually glad print any- 
thing the superintendent has offer 
concerning the testing. tests have 
never before been used the locality, 
newspaper editors will appreciate the 
news value “story” concerning 
them. Since, however, the matter 
generally entirely outside the ex- 
perience reporters, and since nu- 
merous instances have made clear 
that their desire for something 
startling they often seriously embar- 
the project, well for the 
superintendent, for some one 
whom has confidence, furnish 
prepared the reporter. Finally, 
parent-teacher organizations afford 
excellent opportunity for bringing ‘to 
the attention parents untech- 
nical way the benefits which other 
communities have received from test- 
ing, and the advantages which may 
expected from the particular testing 
program under consideration. 

This detailed preparation may seem 
the reader too elaborate for the 
mere giving few tests; but be- 
lieve that one the reasons why some 
superintendents have failed realize 
the benefits they expected from tests 
because they have not adequately 
prepared for them.
